OANTA MONICA - Tobey Maguire may have been pumped up to play his role in "Seabiscuit," 
but not like 7,000 grandstand fans. Those folks were also tied to their seats with twine so they 
wouldn't keel over or bob in the wind. 

Hollywood dreams get deflated. So do bodies. Take a look at the blowup dolls that were used as 
extras in the ballyhooed period drama and are now smushed, folded into unrecognizable 
envelope-size rectangles and piled in Joe Biggins' art studio. 

'You just need a room with a power source and a place to start stacking bodies," says Biggins as 
he demonstrates how he brings his groundbreaking cast to life. He sticks a motorized air blower 
into a valve on a flattened dummy's backside. In 12 deafening seconds, the plastic actor totally 
expands, which is more freaky since it takes shape still clad in its "Seabiscuit" costume, a long- 
sleeve T-shirt silk-screened to resemble a 1930s suit. 

In high-tech, computer effects-crazed Hollywood, this is some movie magic. Biggins, a 31-year- 
old crew member on "Seabiscuit," came up with the idea for the 7,000 synthetic stand-ins - an 
all-male crowd that wore lifelike, 3-D hand-painted masks and fedoras - and then turned his 
brainchild into a budding business. 

Another 7,000 mannequins - he designed the latest batch in three different heights and three 
skin tones - are currently in London as tennis spectators for the filming of the Kirsten Dunst 
movie "Wimbledon." That fake crowd of contemporary women and men includes masks with 
painted beards and mustaches and is adorned in wigs, casual clothes and even hats and 
sunglasses. 

Inflatable impostors in plaid and stocking caps will help fill a football stadium in an upcoming 
TV beer commercial. And Biggins is working on a dead soldier version for war films. 
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"This had never been done before, " says "Seabiscuit" director Gary Ross, referring to the rafts of 
dummies interspersed with live beings in the upper grandstands. Of the artificial ones, he cracks: 
"They were very cooperative." 

"Seabiscuit" star Jeff Bridges says he was blown away by the blowup dolls. "For some reason, 
they all had certain little personalities." 

Give that credit to William Cervantes, a Warner Bros, scenic artist who in his off-hours hand- 
paints the plastic sculpted faces in his Simi Valley garage-studio. Seven different molds were 
used for "Seabiscuit"; nine for "Wimbledon." And though it can't be detected on camera, 
Cervantes goes into extreme detail, giving some faces acne and making eyes blue, brown or gray. 

It all got started because it was too costly and impractical to have real people entirely pack 
Kentucky's Keeneland racetrack and Santa Anita Park in Arcadia, although thousands of humans 
were in the stands. Two-dimensional cardboard cutouts wouldn't work because the camera shot 
from all angles as it followed the horses. Traditional store mannequins were too expensive and 
unwieldy. So Biggins, an assistant to the line producer, pitched the idea of armless, legless blow- 
up dolls, designed a prototype and, given the filmmakers' approval, had a Chinese company 
manufacture 7,000 nude ones in 10 days. 

Of course, inflatable torsos with heads can't cheer, so some had computer-generated clapping or 
arm-waving added later on film. For "Wimbledon," the improved models are still inanimate but 
half of the 7,000 have attachable blowup arms and all have a wire spine so they can hunch 
forward or be bent in different positions. 

On screen, the mass of mannequins only works from a distance or when the camera quickly pans. 
In some of the closer shots of "Seabiscuit," the dolls were noticeable and had to be replaced post- 
filming with a digitized crowd. "But from anything on the backstretch, it was very useful," Ross 
says. "It looks like full stands." 

Mannequin mishaps did happen. Biggins mentions "the morgue." 

Unpatchable bodies were strewn in a room at Keeneland, where the dolls debuted before being 
deflated and driven in a 53 -foot-long truck to Santa Anita. 

"There was some overinflation and popping," Biggins says. Since three can simultaneously be 
pumped up with a blower, "you can forget one is starting to expand. About 300 died." 

He kept the DO As, along with another 200 more recent fatalities. One day, he figures he'll recycle 
them into more inflatable souls. 
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In this plastic people world, and since they're filmed from afar, both male and female dummies 
have flat chests, a subtle six-pack of abs, and nothing else - unlike some of those other blowup 
dolls in certain films. "A lot of inflatables were not appropriate," Biggins wryly smiles, recalling 
how he tried to find ready-made versions before designing his own. "The jokes are endless." 

The easygoing Biggins is walking on air since officially launching his Inflatable Crowd Co. this 
spring. (Universal Pictures, which made "Seabiscuit," allowed him to buy the movie's dummies 
after filming.) He charges a rental fee of $15 per doll a week, a bargain compared to the standard 
$50-to $6o-a-day rate for a breathing extra who must be fed. 

Biggins, a onetime courier for George Lucas' film company and a production assistant on "Catch 
Me If You Can," may also be the only guy in Hollywood history who can boast this: He oversaw 
5,000 tethered blowup dolls through a tornado during the two- week filming at Keeneland (some 
got wet and toppled over) and 7,000 who stayed in their seats for five weeks at Santa Anita with 
the help of rubber bands to buck the breeze. 

"Every day we'd come in and refresh the crowd," Biggins says. "They had to be tweaked and 
angled. Some of them had to look like they were talking to each other. Some of them leaned a 
certain way. Being around them, you feel a community with them." 



At times, the inflatables got more attention than the stars. 



"I took many many rolls of film of all the different dolls," says Bridges, who is also a 
photographer. 

Steven Spielberg, whose DreamWorks studio helped back the Universal picture, was so taken 
with the mannequins, he posed with them on a set visit. Keeneland president Nick Nicholson had 
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someone take his photo among the blowup dolls for a Christmas card. 

"It's crazy," says Biggins. "My job is to create something that no one knows is there. Yet, there's a 
great sense of humor about it."

When "Seabiscuit" had to recreate 1930s crowd scenes of grandstands overflowing 
with tens of thousands of horseracing fans, it faced the standard fee of $50-$60 per 
day per person. It was a sure ticket to cost overruns for an already less-than- 
foolproof proposition: a pricey period drama in the summertime. 
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That's when the film's assistant to the unit production manager Joe Biggins had a 
brainstorm that became a full-time business: inflatable dolls. 

Universal, producing the pic with partners Spyglass and DreamWorks, was glad to 
save some coin:

But since it is pushing "Seabiscuit" as an early Oscar contender, U has been a little 
uptight about the chance moviegoers will spot the dolls. Consequently, it won't 
release production photos of the dummies. It's almost as if they are those kind of 
inflatable dolls. 

"It's a weird job because I'm supposed to create something that people aren't 
supposed to notice," Biggins shrugs. 

In the nearly 12 months since Biggins made his first prototype, he has parlayed his 
idea into a viable business, the Inflatable Crowd Co. The outfit is already working 
on Kirsten Dunst tennis pic "Wimbledon" and is working on inflatable bodies for 
war films.The company now has 15,500 "employees" and the base rate for rental, 
setup, costuming and maintenance is about $15 per doll a week -- compared with up 
to $300 per week for real people. 

The dolls are life-sized, without arms or legs and attach to their seats. Using wires 
and rods, they can also be bent into lifelike positions. Because they can be deflated, 
they ship easily and it only takes 12 seconds to inflate three dolls at a time with a 
portable pump. 
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For "Seabiscuit," the dolls were dressed in period hats and T-shirts that were made to look like suits. 
Live crowd members were mixed with the fake, and computer effects like clapping hands and waving 
arms were added later.
